FIRE INQUIRY aT THE MAGISTRAC 
\ DIFFERENCE OF OPINION BETWEEN MO 
WODEHOUSE: AND MR GEDGE, 

At the Magistracy to-day, before Mr H. 
E, Wodehousg, the inquiry into the fire at 
70 Jewois Street on 4th inst, was resumed.

ly fonr kerosene Lamps wero found ia the 
debris. ‘Tho flames only spread rearward, 
to the adjuining bouse in Quecu’s Ruad, not 
lo tho front of the Jervois Street house, 
Tho fliunes appeared to originato under the | 
stair, ia uo stoall back room, where the ex- 
Ploaions seomod tu come from and the lampa 
were afterwards found, Witness contd not 
ga upstairs, bectuse of the flames at first, 
and afferwurds because the wood was burnt 
away tou much, The four lawps were found 
buried in the debris of the fullen syall divid- 
ing the two houaca. : ; 

By Mr Gedge - Oo tho first floor I found 
three vlothes boxes, ail ewply, © Chere were 
a few articles of furniture also, but nothing 
else, no stock or stores whatever, on that 
floor. There was practically no fire there, 
Could not get up to the second floor, On the 
ground {lr thera had been some atock, 
picoe gouds. 

Wong Kan, tailor, 245 Qacen's Road 
Cantral, said he was asleep in his house on 
the night of the fire, and did aot know how 
itbegan.
